AN ACT Relating to responsibility for conpensation paid to officers
while enrolled in basic law enforcenent training; anmending RCW
82. 14. 330; adding new sections to chapter 43.101 RCW and making an
appropriation.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter 43.101 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) A law enforcenent agency shall reinburse an officer's training
agency for the total anobunt of salary and benefits received by the
officer while he or she was enrolled in basic |aw enforcenent training
if the law enforcenent agency: (a) Is larger than the training agency,
t hereby enpl oying a greater nunber of full-time conm ssioned officers;
and (b) hires the respective officer within twenty-four nonths of the
officer's conpletion of basic |law enforcenent training. The | aw
enforcenment agency shall reinburse the training agency within ninety
days of the officer's first day of enploynent.

(2) For the purposes of this section, "training agency" neans a | aw
enforcenent agency that: (a) Pays salary and any benefits to an
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officer while he or she is enrolled in basic | aw enforcenent training;
and (b) has ten or less full-time conmssioned |aw enforcenent
of ficers.

Sec. 2. RCWB82.14.330 and 2003 ¢ 90 s 1 are each anmended to read
as follows:

(1) Beginning in fiscal year 2000, the state treasurer shal
transfer into the nunicipal crimnal justice assistance account for
di stribution under this section fromthe general fund the sum of four
mllion six hundred thousand dollars divided into four equal deposits
occurring on July 1, Cctober 1, January 1, and April 1. For each
fiscal year thereafter, the state treasurer shall increase the tota
transfer by the fiscal growmh factor, as defined in RCW 43. 135. 025,
forecast for that fiscal year by the office of financial managenent in
Novenber of the preceding year. ((Fhe—rpREYS))

(a) O the total anmpbunt deposited in the municipal crimnal justice
assi stance account for distribution under this section, |ess any noneys
appropriated for purposes under subsection (4) of this section, a total
of three hundred thousand dollars shall be distributed to the crim nal
justice training conmmssion to reinburse participating city |aw

enforcenent agencies with ten or fewer full-tine conm ssioned patro
officers for the cost of tenporary replacenent of each officer who is
enrolled in basic law enforcenent training provided in RCW43.101. 200.
(b) In addition to any noneys renaining undistributed by the
crimnal justice training commssion in (a) of this subsection, the
remai ni ng anount deposited in the municipal crimnal justice assistance
account shall be distributed to the cities of the state as foll ows:
(((8))) (i) Twenty percent appropriated for distribution shall be
distributed to cities with a three-year average violent crine rate for
each one thousand in population in excess of one hundred fifty percent
of the statewi de three-year average violent crine rate for each one
t housand in popul ation. The three-year average violent crine rate
shall be calculated using the violent crine rates for each of the
preceding three years from the annual reports on crinme in Wshington
state as published by the Washi ngton associ ation of sheriffs and police
chiefs. Mneys shall be distributed under this subsection (1)(())
(b)(i) ratably based on popul ation as |ast determ ned by the office of
financi al managenent, but no city may receive nore than one dollar per
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b)y)) (ii) Sixteen percent shall be distributed to cities ratably
based on population as |ast determned by the office of financial
managenent, but no city may receive | ess than one thousand doll ars.

The noneys deposited in the nmunicipal crimnal justice assistance
account for distribution under this subsection shall be distributed at
such times as distributions are nade under RCW 82. 44. 150.

Moneys distributed wunder this subsection shall be expended
exclusively for crimnal justice purposes and shall not be used to
repl ace or supplant existing funding. Crimnal justice purposes are
defined as activities that substantially assist the crimnal justice
system which may include circunstances where ancillary benefit to the
civil justice system occurs, and which includes donestic violence
services such as those provided by donestic violence prograns,
communi ty advocates, and | egal advocates, as defined in RCW70.123. 020.
Exi sting funding for purposes of this subsection is defined as cal endar
year 1989 actual operating expenditures for crimnal justice purposes.
Cal endar year 1989 actual operating expenditures for crimnal justice
pur poses exclude the followi ng: Expenditures for extraordi nary events
not likely to reoccur, changes in contract provisions for crimna
justice services, beyond the control of the local jurisdiction
recei ving the services, and nmajor nonrecurring capital expenditures.

(2) In addition to the distributions under subsection (1) of this
section:

(a) Ten percent shall be distributed on a per capita basis to
cities that contract with another governnental agency for the mgjority
of the city's law enforcenent services. Cities that subsequently
qualify for this distribution shall notify the departnment of community,
trade, and econom c devel opnent by Novenber 30th for the upcom ng

cal endar vyear. The departnent of comunity, trade, and econom c
devel opnent shall provide a list of eligible cities to the state
treasurer by Decenber 31st. The state treasurer shall nodify the
distribution of these funds in the follow ng year. Cities have the
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responsibility to notify the departnent of comunity, trade, and
econom ¢ devel opnent of any changes regarding these contractual
rel ati onshi ps. Adjustnents in the distribution formula to add or
delete cities my be made only for the upcom ng cal endar year; no
adj ustnents may be nade retroactively.

(b) The remaining fifty-four percent shall be distributed to cities
and towns by the state treasurer on a per capita basis. These funds
shall be used for: (1) Innovative |law enforcenment strategies; (ii)
prograns to help at-risk children or child abuse victim response
prograns; and (iii) prograns designed to reduce the | evel of donmestic
vi ol ence or to provide counseling for domestic violence victins.

The noneys deposited in the municipal crimnal justice assistance
account for distribution under this subsection, |ess any nbneys
appropriated for purposes under subsection (4) of this section, shal
be distributed at the tinmes as distributions are made under RCW

82.44.150. ((Mdheys renaining undi stributed under this subsection at

If a city is found by the state auditor to have expended funds
recei ved under this subsection in a manner that does not conply with
the criteria under which the noneys were received, the city shall be
ineligible to receive future distributions under this subsection until
the use of the noneys are justified to the satisfaction of the director
or are repaid to the state general fund.

(3) Notwithstanding other provisions of this section, the
distributions to any city that substantially decrimnalizes or repeals
its crimnal code after July 1, 1990, and that does not reinburse the
county for costs associated with crimnal cases under RCW 3.50.800 or
3.50.805(2), shall be nmade to the county in which the city is |ocated.

(4) Not nore than five percent of the funds deposited to the
muni ci pal crimnal justice assistance account shall be available for
appropriations for enhancenents to the state patrol crine |aboratory
system and the continuing costs related to these enhancenents. Funds
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appropriated fromthis account for such enhancenents shall not suppl ant
exi sting funds fromthe state general fund.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. A new section is added to chapter 43.101 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) There 1is westablished in the <crimnal justice training
commission a grant program to reinburse |aw enforcenent training
agencies for salary and benefits received by an officer in training.

(2) The crimnal justice training conm ssion shall nmake grant
awar ds, subject to funds appropriated by the |legislature, to training
agenci es as defined under section 1(2) of this act under the foll ow ng
terns:

(a) Beginning on July 1, 2008, grant awards shall be used to
rei mburse city | aw enforcenent agencies for each full-tinme conm ssioned
patrol officer that has been hired and enployed at its agency for at
| east twenty-four nonths but not nore than forty-eight nonths after
such patrol officer has conpleted training at the crimnal justice
trai ni ng comm ssi on.

(b) Any portion of a new full-tinme comm ssioned officer's salary or
benefits that have been reinbursed under section 1 of this act shal
not be eligible for a grant award under this section.

(c) Eligibility for grant awards shall primarily be given to, but
is not limted to, training agencies that show a high | evel of need, as
evidenced by training-related costs, vacancy rates, turnover rates,
smal | agency size, and other exigent financial circunstances.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. The sumof five hundred thousand dollars, or
as much thereof as may be necessary, is appropriated for the fisca
year ending June 30, 2008, from the general fund to the crimnal
justice training conm ssion for the purposes of inplenenting section 3
of this act.
